Not to affect 5. Nothing herein contained shaU apply to any occupying Tenant 15 
Sases* ™ Ireland holding under any Lease made before the passing of this 
Act, and every such Tenant shaU continue as he is now liable to 
pay the whole of the Grand Jury Oess that may be imposed upon his 
Tenement, and shaU not be entitled, in the Absence of any Agree- 
ment to the contrary contained in Ms Lease, to deduct any Portion 20 
thereof from Ms Landlord, nor shaU any intermediate Landlord 
holding under a Lease made before the passing of tMs Act he entitled 
during the Continuanoe of Ms Lease to deduct any County Cess 
from Ms Landlord under the Provisions of tMs Act.
